KENNETH DODD DROWNED IN 

OLD MAN RIVER 


Another sad) drowning accident 
oceurred at Macleod last Saturday 
afternoon, when Kenneth Dodd, a 
boy of 15 years of asre, lost his life 
in the Quito, which is a backwater 
of the Old Man river, just north of 
the town, at the island. It is a 
popular swimming place for boys 
and young people, but on account of 
the recent floods and the high water 
of the river, it is twice its usual 
depth. 

It would appear that a number of 
boys were in swimming and they 
were trying to see who could stay 
longest under the water, and when 
Kenneth did not come up, one of the 
boys rushed back to town and gave 
the alarm. Chief of Police Pringle 
along with the provincial police 
rushed to the scene, taking with 
them four or five young men who 
are good swimmers to find the body. 
After diving several times, G. H 
Johanson succeeded in finding the 
body and bringing it to the surface. 
From the time that the boy dis- 
appeared till he was brought up 
was about fifty minutes, and al 
though artificial respiration was 
applied for about three-quarters of 
an hour, it was of no avail, life be- 
ing extinct. 

The family have only been in Mac 
leod about a year, having come from 
Claresholm. The boy was in grad¢ 
at the public school, and the 
father is working for the town of 
Macleod. 

The funeral occurred on Monday 
from the United Church, Rev. W. H 
Irwin officiating, and interment took 
place jn the Union Cemetery, class- 
mates of the deceased acting as pall 
bearers. 

This is the third drowning fatality 
that has occurred at Macleod within 
the past five weeks. No trace has 
yet been found of the other two 
bodies, as the creek and river were 
both in high flood at the time of th 
accidents,
